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New 220 Repeater 
Returns To Phila— 
delphia 


Phil—Mont members Steve 
(K3PHL) and Laura (KB3LRA) are 
pleased to announce the return of a 
recently dormant 220 MHz repeater 
in Philadelphia. The former 
K3QFP repeater located at Temple 
University was taken off the air 
some time ago with no plans to 
revive it. Steve and Laura came to 
an agreement with the current 
trustee of the repeater pair to allow 
full control of the frequency and 
worked over the winter to create a 
new 220 repeater for Philadelphia 
area hams. The repeater can be 
found on 224.180 MHz with a 
minus 1.6 MHz split, and a PL of 
127.3 is required for access. They 
are currently applying for 
coordination. 


The repeater is located in Center 
City Philadelphia at a height of 275 
feet running 20 watts of power. 

The repeater has the ability to link 
to the IRLP (Internet Radio Linking 
Project) using node #4528 when 
requested by a control operator. 
IRLP is the new technology 
allowing repeaters to connect to one 
another via the internet. The voice 
quality is identical to that local 
repeater users. 


K3PHL /R is an open repeater 
system. Steve and Laura welcome 
anyone to use the system as long as 
they follow the same code of 
conduct you would on Phil—Mont’s 
repeaters. Don’t forget that Novice 
class license operators also have 
access to the 1.25m (220) band. 


As you know, the 220 MHz band is 


being threatened yet again by 
corporate interests so they are 
encouraging those with equipment 
to make use of the repeater and 
make their presence known on the 
band.

Tips from NSOWM 


I have been asked about viruses and 
what they are and how they affect 
Windows systems. 


To start, most viruses come from e— 
mail. There is also a group of 
viruses called macro—viruses that 
attack the system via MS Office. 


I read some where that VIRUS is an 
acronym that stands for "Very 
Important Resource under Siege". 
Sounds right. 


Viruses are computer programs or 
macros with the sole purpose of 
destroying data on our computers or 
causing havoc on a network. The 
virus may only destroy unimportant 
files, or it may decide to erase all of 
your document files. A virus can 
cause an infected computer to do 
things on certain dates, as well as 
issue serious commands such as 
erasing our Registry files, thus 
disabling the operation and booting 
up of our computers. 


Viruses are spread through 
executable files we get from friends 
(e-mail), downloads from the Web, 
or via a floppy disk. 


So let’s set up a Defense; 


1. Never accept files from anyone 
you don’t know. (Delete them) 
and then delete the deleted mail. 


2. When downloading files off the 
Internet, be sure it’s from a 
reputable site. (See rule 4) 


3. Never run or even peek at files 
you receive through your email 


program from people you don’t 
know. If you have any doubts at 
all, e—mail the person back, and 
ask for verification that they sent 
you the file. 


. Install a Virus 


Detection/Cleaning program 
—— you can find a free one called 
AVG. http://www.grisoft.com. 
And while no program is 
foolproof 100% of the time (due 
to the complexity of new viruses 
appearing everyday), it is a good 
program. It’s a good idea to scan 
all incoming files. 


. Setup a regular time to update 


the virus definitions, and then 
do It., tomorrow is not the time 
to update...but TODAY some of 
the commercial virus checkers 
come with an automatic update 
procedure that can relieve you of 
the duty to update. 


. Backup your important files 


regularly. 


. Backup your important files 


regularly.No the repeated line is 
not a mistake [Il say it again 
BACKUP.... 


. Backing up data is the first line 


of defense. However if you 
discover a virus after a backup, 
that backup may be corrupt. 
Clean the system, and then do a 
new backup right over the 
corrupted one. 


. Users of MS Office 2000 can 


install two patches SR1A and 
SP2. After installing these 
patches, Outlook can not receive 
executable files, therefore 
reducing the chance of getting 
infected via e—mail. 


9. To reduce the attach of a macro 
virus increase the security setting 
in office app to medium or high. 
If you really need the macro then 
lower the security setting for that 
session and then return it to the 
medium or high settings. 


Quickie definitions of 

common viruses 
Trojans 
A Trojan refers to a program that 
appears as something you may think 
is safe, but hidden inside is usually 
something harmful, probably a 
worm or a virus. The lure of 
Trojans is that you may download a 
game or a picture, thinking it’s 
harmless, but once you execute this 
file (run it); the worm or virus gets 
to work. Sometimes they will only 
do things to annoy you, but usually 
a worm or virus will cause damage 
to your system. 


Worms 

Worms operate differently. Do you 
remember the Star Trek show called 
*The Trouble with Trebles’? These 
little creatures just kept replicating 
themselves. Well worms act the 
same way. A lot of the worms get a 
copy of your address list and send 
the worm out to all the addresses 
from your ID. 

File corrupting viruses 

These guys are nasty they usually 
attack file types like jpg, PDF, exe 
?etc. They can delete, or just 
corrupt the files and can do it across 
network connections!! 


Hoaxes 

This is when someone forwards on 
a letter which often makes claims 
that if you receive a mail titled 
something similar to "Win a 
Holiday Cruise", and open it, your 
harddrive will be erased (or some 
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other such dire warning). While we 
can never be too careful, we have to 
be cautious to not be too gullible as 
well :) If you have any doubts about 
whether or not a warning you 
receive may be true or false, visit 
the HoaxBusters site.

Microsoft does not send unsolicited 
e-mail about viruses, so if the e-— 
mail says that this info is from 
Microsoft, it is a good guess that it 
is a hoax. But go to the site anyway 
and check it out. 


Macro-Viruses 

The Word Macro family of viruses 
use the Visual—Basic macro 
language to infect and replicate in 
and among MS Word documents 
and templates. Most notably, this 
new family of viruses is platform 
independent — they will infect 
documents and templates on DOS, 
Macintosh, Windows 3.x, Windows 
9x and Windows NT operating 
systems. 


These viruses use several of the 
features of the MS Word 
"environment" to auto—execute viral 
macro code. Once an infected 
document is opened and the virus 
launched, generally, the virus will 
infect the user’s NORMAL.DOT 
template. This template is the basis 
for the majority of other documents 
and templates and is globally 
available to all other MS Word 
templates on the system. Once 
entrenched in the NORMAL.DOT 
file, the virus will spread to all 
other documents and templates as 
they are opened. Note that, by 
default, the NORMAL.DOT 
template is the first document 
opened when you launch MS Word 


without specifying a different 
document on the command line. 
This will immediately put the virus 
in control every time you launch 
MS Word. 


Word Macro viruses force 
documents to be saved as MS Word 
templates, despite what the name or 
extension of the document file 
might be recorded as. Forcing 
documents to be saved as templates 
is used as a means of propagation as 
macros are not saved in standard 
-DOC files. Only templates can 
contain any actual macro code and 
therefore be used as a carrier.

Ohio Ham Hit with 
$12,000 Fine in 
Malicious Interfer- 
ence Case 


NEWINGTON, CT, May 22, 
2003-——Cooperation between 
Canadian and US amateurs has 
resulted in a $12,000 Notice of 
Apparent Liability for Forfeiture 
(NAL) from the FCC to an Ohio 
amateur. The FCC has alleged that 
Ronald E. Sauer, WE8E, of 
Bedford Heights violated Part 97 
rules prohibiting deliberate and 
malicious interference, transmission 
of music and failure to identify. The 
case involved daily interference to 
the Trans Provincial Net, a 
Canadian net that operates on 7.055 
MHz. 


"This was no small task and was 
accomplished with the help of many 
people from the US and Canada 
working together," said ARRL 
Great Lakes Vice Director Dick 
Mondro, W8FQT, who expressed 
thanks to all involved. In addition to 
TPN members, that included Radio 
Amateurs of Canada (RAC) 
officials, Industry Canada, the FCC, 
ARRL Michigan and Ohio Section 
officials, ARRL Official Observers 
and members of the Cuyahoga 
Amateur Radio Society (CARS). 


"This was indeed an example of 
teamwork in action and proves 
again that the FCC does care and 
continues to work with us to stop 
interference," Mondro added. 


TPN Assistant Manager Jim Taylor, 
VA3KU, said the interference to the 
net had gone on for several months. 
"Our break came when the jammer 
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decided to intensify his efforts by 
going to his local library and 
sending out repulsive and 
threatening e—mails to a few of our 
members," Taylor said. "I was one 
of his favorite targets." Taylor and 
other Canadian hams were able to 
determine that the e—mails had 
come from a public library terminal 
in the Cleveland, Ohio, area. Taylor 
contacted CARS President Bob 
Check, W8GC, for assistance in 
zeroing in on the jammer. 


Tracking down the signal source 
involved mobile direction—finding 
work by three CARS members, who 
passed along their findings to the 
FCC’s Detroit Office late last 
January. Already alerted to the 
situation, the FCC’s Detroit Office 
had called on the Commission’s 
High Frequency Direction Finding 
(HFDF) facility in Maryland. The 
HFDF group monitored jamming 
and the playing of music and 
narrowed down the search to an 
area near the intersection of 
Interstates 480 and 77 in the 
Cleveland area. 


In the meantime, the FCC received 
the CARS report indicating that the 
interference was coming from 
Sauer’s residence. On January 31, 
an FCC agent also used direction— 
finding techniques to track the 
source of the interference on 7.055 
MHz to Sauer’s home and 
conducted an inspection. 


The FCC NAL said Sauer "admitted 
that he had been playing music and 
deliberately jamming the frequency 
of 7.055 MHz." Sauer "further 
admitted to jamming and playing 
music on this frequency on previous 
days," the FCC said. 


Based on its findings, the FCC 


concluded that the 
$12,000 fine was 
justified. The FCC 
ordered Sauer to pay the 
fine within 30 days or file 
a written statement 
seeking a reduction or 
cancellation of the 
proposed forfeiture.
